i by the Burbank Memorial Asso-
 iation for the purpose of assisting 
and raising funds to build a i  om-

 ial hall, and has theactive sup­ 
port of the American Legion, Red 
Cross, G. A. R., Spanish-American
 War Veterans, Boy Scouts, Ludy 
Relief Corps and kindred patriotic 
and civic bodies.'

There will be free ramping 
grounds and a huge tent citv. with 
accommodations- for 10,000 people.
